Nothing further was heard from 
her until Sheriff Rice, who had 
been notified of the arrest order 
by Helena (Mont.) police, arrested 
her and her husband in a hotel 
room. 

Sheriff Rice said they were re- 
gistered as Dr. and Mrs. Jackson 
Neavils. When arrested, Anderson 
at first claimed to be a psychia- 
trist. Under questioning, however, 
he admitted he was Anderson and 
that he was wanted in St. Louis 
for escaping from Bliss Hospital, 
the sheriff said. Detective Charles 
Nash of the St. Louis Police De- 
partment was sent to Bozeman to 
return Anderson to St. Louis. 
Police records show Anderson 
was ‘sentenced to one to five years 
in Kansas Penitentiary in 1943 for 
embezzlement, and also had been 
convicted of burglary and larceny. 
He is a former inmate of the 
Fulton (Mo.) State Hospital for

There Has Not Been 
Much Chance Yet for 
Soviets to Show Any 
Increased Co-operation. 


WASHINGTON, May 19 (AP)— 
Secretary of State George C. Mar- 
shall said today future Russian 
co-operation in settling world is- 
sues will determine Premier Joseph 
Stalin’s sincerity in calling for 
greater understanding between 
nations, 

Marshall said also that he cer- 
tainly would see Soviet Foreign 
Minister V. M. Molotov if Molotov 
ever should come to Washington. 

But Marshall refrained from 
saying he wauld be glad to see 
Molotov, 

This reply concerning Molotov 
was given to a press conference 
question, Marshall omitted the 
“glad to see Molotov” used by the 
questioner ond only grinned when 
reporters laughed at the omission, 

Cites Brief Time. 

As to whether he had noted 
any recent increase in Russian 
co-operation toward solving issues 
before the United Nations and 
other international bodies, Mar- 
shall said there has not yet been 
much opportunity. 

He noted that the exchange 
between American Ambassador 
Walter Bedell Smith and Molotov 
was accomplished only 10 days 
ago and that Premier Stalin's 
broadcast statement was issued 
last Monday night. 

Stalin’s statement was in the 
form of a public reply to an 
open letter from Henry A. Wal- 
lace, third party candidate for 
President. Wallace listed issues 
on which he advocated United 
States-Soviet agreement; Stalin 
replied they offered a basis for 
agreement. 

Marshall was asked whether it 
might now be considered that — 
from the American point of view 
—the whole matter of direct talks 
with Russia is now dead at 
least for the present.” 

A Sharp Reply. 

The Secretary replied sharply 
that a thing has to be alive first 
before it can die. 

Both Molotov, in his exchange 
with Smith, and Stalin appeared 
to be making bids for American- 
Soviet talks on outstanding world 
issues, The United States has 
taken the position these issues 
can only be settled through the 
— Nations and other agen- 
cies. 

Marshal] was asked whether he 
sees any improvement in condi- 
tions in Berlin, Austria or Korea 
now or whether the Russians sim- 
ply appear to be standing still in 
those areas where East-West in- 
terests clashed directly. 

Marshall said in effect: 

What the world needs so ur- 
gently is constructive and remed- 
ia] action particularly in the areas 
or bodies implied by the question, 
The sincerity of the stated desire 
of the Soviet Government as ex- 
pressed by Premier Stalin will be 
determined by their attitude in

Specific Answer. 

In answer to the specific ques- 
tion, Marshall said there has been 
no indication of progress since the 
recent interchange between Smith 
and Molotov or since Stalin's 
statement. 

The Secretary was reminded he 
has said there are some definite 
issues which might properly be 
taken up directly with Russia. He 
was asked what these are. 

Marshall said they include such

BRIDGE. NEARLY 
FINSHED; CANAL 
UNDERIT NOT DUG 


$1,500,000 Span East of 
Chain of Rocks Will 
Be Ready Before Wa- 
ter Enters Bypass.

A $1,500,000 bridge which even- 
tually will carry Highway 66 
across a new shipping canal east 
of the Chain of Rocks is nearing 
completion, At present it extends 
across a half-mile stretch of dry 
land near Mitchell, III., where the 
canal channel will be dug later, 

The canal and its locks will en 
able river shipping to bypass the 
hazardous seven-mile stretch of 
the Mississippi between Merchants 
and Chain of Rocks bridges, a 
stretch whose swift current fre- 
quently makes it necessary to 
break large tows and push half 
the barges upstream at a time. 

The new bridge, a comparatively 
small item in the $30,000,000 proj- 
ect, is now 88 per cent completed 
and will be finished, Army engi- 
neers estimate, by Aug. 1. It is 
being built in advance of the canal 
so that when the big ditch cuts 
across Highway 66 the new high- 
way will be ready for use. 

The canal, to be completed in 
1950, will be 8.4 miles long, running 
from below the confluence of the 
Missouri and Mississippi to the 
southern tip of Cabaret Island, 
cutting straight through Illinois 
land. It will have a bottom width 
of 300 feet and average depth of 
32 feet, plus levees on both sides, 
Minimum depth of water at the 
south end will be about 15 feet, at 
the upper end 10.4 feet. At ex- 
treme low water the rock shoals at 
Chain of Rocks are within 5.5 feet 
of the water’s surface, 

At the southern end of the canal 
will be the world’s longest lock, 
1200 feet long and 110 feet wide, 
supplemented by a smaller lock 
600 feet long. ° 

A large earth cofferdam in Cab- 
aret Chute, where the locks will 
be built, has been cleared of water 
and the soil is now being exca- 
uated to clear the red rock, which 
will be carefully inspected for 
faults before work of constructing 
the 90-foot concrete lock walls be-

Steps Security Council 
Takes to End Fighting 


in Palestine.

WASHINGTON, May 19 (AP)— | 


Secretary of State George C. Mar- 
shall said today that lifting the 
embargo on arms for Palestine is 
tied up with steps the United Na- 
tions Security Council might take 
to halt fighting in the Holy Land. 

Marshall told a news conference 
the United States has had under 
consideration for some time the 
question of lifting the bar on ship- 
ping arms to Palestine and neigh- 
boring lands. The embargo was 
imposed last Dec. 5. 


In deciding whether to keep it 
in force, Marshall said this Gov- 
ernment has had to consider the 


jattitude of the Security Council. 


He noted Ambassador Warren R. 
Austin proposed in the Council 
yesterday to use Chapter 7 of the 
U.N. Charter as a basis for an or- 
der to both Jews and Arabs to 
stop fighting within 36 hours.. 

Marshall was asked whether the 
decision on the arms bar would 
be held up until the Council acted. 
He declined to say. 

At the White House, Press Sec- 
retary Charles G. Ross told a 
news conference he: had no idea 
when there might be a devélop- 
ment on the situation. 

Chairman Bridges (Rep.), New 
Hampshire, of the Senate Appro- 
priations Committee, issued a 
statement urging that the arms 
embargo be lifted as a “matter of 
good sense,” 

“It is everywhere acknowledged 
that the forces bf Communism are 
undermining freedom in many 
areas by supplying arms to those 
who support their totalitarian 
cause,” Bridges said. “It follows 
then, that it would make good 
sense for the Government of the 
United States to lift the arms em- 
bargo in order that small nations 
can achieve and maintain inde- 
pendence, and help us restore or- 
der tn the world.” 

In New York, Mrs. Goldie Myer- 
son, a member of the provisional 
council of the new State of Israel, 
said that if the United States will 
lift ite arms embargo “we can 
drive the Arabs out in a few 
weeks.”

instead of a stop-war order. 
Austin said the British amend- 
ment, in effect, tried to evade a 
duty of the Council laid down in 
the U.N. Charter. 

Only Russia and the Soviet 
Ukraine have lined up definitely 
behind the United States demand 
that the Council order cessation 
of the Palestine war within 36 
hours. 

China too was reported feeling 
that the Council must continue 
its efforts to find a peaceful set- 
tlement acceptable to both Arabs 
and Jews. 

An official in a position to 
know the sentiment of the 11 
Council delegates said it was ap- 
parent that the United States pro- 
posal—which raises the possibil-

The American plan, offered to 
the Council Monday on last-min- 
ute instructions from Washington, 
calls on the Council to order all 
governments and authorities to is- 
sue cease-fire and stand-fast di- 
rectives to their troops effective 
in 36 hours.

Whether old rivalries would re- 
main buried as Arab armies occu- 
pied part of Palestine was a big 
question in many minds. 

The Arab world is governed by 
four royal dynasties and two heads 
of republics. The lives of the 
leaders are almost a modern his- 
tory of the seven Arab states. 

King Farouk of Egypt, 28 years 
old, granted refuge in Egypt to 
the aging Riff warrior, Abd el 
Krim, old foe of France and Spain 
in Northwest Africa, and gave 
sanctuary to Haj Amin el Hus- 
seini, the British-exiled Mufti of 
Jerusalem. 

Soon after King ‘Farouk came 
to the throne, he broke diplomatic 
relations with the Axis, and gave 
the British and Allied armies in 
his territory all facilities which 
the British-Egyptian alliance of 
1936 provided. 

r the war, when negotiations 
with Britain for revision of the 
1936 treaty failed, his Government 
tried unsuccessfully to get the 
United Nations Security Council to 
order British troops out of the 
Suez Canal zone, which is Egyp- 
tian territory. 

His known ambitions are to 
achieve complete independence for 
his Nile Valley kingdom, and to 
consolidate Egypt's leadership of 
the Arab world. N 

Built Kingdom with Sword. 

Across the Red Sea from Egypt 
lives powerful King Abdel Aziz 
Ibn Saud of Saudi Arabia, who 
built a kingdom with hia sword 
in years of fighting with Arab 
tribes, 

In the course of this adventure, 
Ibn Saud defeated King Hussein, 
then King of the Hejaz, a district 
which includes the holy places of 
Arabia. Two of King Hussein's 
sons, who had aided the British in 
World War I, found thrones else- 
where—Feisal I in Iarg, and Ab- 
dullah in Trans-Jordan. A third 
son, Ali, succeeded his father as 
King of the Hejaz, but lost his 
throne to Ibn Saud. 

In the last decade, Ibn oe

aging monarch’s. kingdom is now 
an oil supplier of the United 
States Navy. 

King Abdullah of Trans-Jordan, 
whose British-trained Arab Legion 
is probably the best-equipped army 
in the Arab world, inherited from 
his father the dream of a “greater 
Syria” which would include Pales- 
tine, Syria, Lebanon and Trans- 
Jordan. This plan caused rifts in 
his relations with many Arab 
countries. It led also to coolness 
between Abdullah ‘and the 
of Jerusalem. 

The Regent of Iraq is Prince 
Abdul-Illah. His father was King 
Ali, son of Hussein, in whose fa- 
vor the latter abdicated the throne 
of the Hejaz in 1923. After losing 
Hejaz to Ibn Saud, King Ali acted 
as deputy to his brother, King 
Feisal I of Iraq. Abdul-Illah is 
now Regent to the boy King 
Feisal, grandson of Feisal I. Iraq, 
under his reign, was the first 
Arab country to declare war 
against the Axis. Previously there 
had been a rebellion there against 
the British. 

Lost Wealth in Struggle. 

Shukri el Kuwatli, the Syrian 
President, struggled for the inde- 
pendence of his country and its 
liberation, first from Turkish rule 
and then from a French mandate. 
In this struggle he great 
wealth and is considered now one 
of the poorest Presidents in the 
world, 

Sheikh Bishara el Khouri, the 
Lebanese President, is over 60 
years old.

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Premier Stalin’s peace conference overture” 
to the United States is even more hypocritical 
and propagandistic than Foreign Minister Molo- 
tov's similar statement of nine days earlier. 

Stalin proposes that the United States and 
Russia agree on “a general reduction of arma- 
ments and prohibition of atomic weapons.” The 
latter part of this proposal alone has been dis- 
cussed in the United Nations in 200 conferences 

spread out over two years, and with such com- 

plete futility, because of Russian intransigeance, 
that the UN commission has thrown up its hands 
in disgust and voted to quit trying. 

Stalin proposes evacuation of all tfoops from 
Germany, China and Korea. The result would 
be that communization and enslavement to Mos- 
cow would be possible in Germany, probable in 

China, and inevitable in Korea. ' 

Stalin proposes a revived UNRRA, which pre- 
sumably would take the place of Marshall plan 
aid. The results would be that United States 
aid would lose its effect of combatting the 
spread of Russian aggression, Russian stooge 
countries would again be helped with American 
funds, and Russia could again represent to the 
recipients that gratitude was due to the Soviet 
Union alone. 

The other proposals are equally brazen offers 
of nothing for something. Stalin wants “non- 
interference” in the affairs of other countries, 
but them he calls it interference when the 
United States influences other countries with 
economic aid and diplomacy, and  non- 
interference when the Soviet Union influences 
them by beating them up, imprisoning and kill- 
ing their citizens and seizing control of their 
governments through the intermediary of 
quislings. : } 

Stalin makés much of opposing military bases 


in UN member countries, but denies the obvious 
fact that all Soviet satellites are military bases 


for the Soviet Union. 

The propaganda nature of Stalin’s statement is 
all the more crass because of the way it was is- 
sued. It was not communicated to the United 
States Government, but was broadcast over the 
Moscow radio. The trouble is that while it is 
nothing but propaganda, it is effective 
propaganda. 4 
It puts the United States again in the position, 
in the eyes of the world, of refusing to sit down 


round the conference table and talk things over 


reasonably with Russia. It does so for the sec- 


ond time in two weeks. It is designed to sup- 


port. the candidacy of Henry Wallace and his 
Communist-supported Progressive party. 
Secretary- Marshall has partly countered the 
adverse effects of these Russian propaganda 
moves by making affirmative proposals of “ac- 
tion in the fields where action is possible and 
urgently necessary at the present time.” He 
specifically mentioned Germany, Austria and 
Korea. Nevertheless, to the world view the 


United States is still in the untenable position of 


refusing to talk further with Russia. 
The United States has not only proposed talks 


with Russia but has gone through them, not 


once but repeatedly, and Russia has said No to 
every affirmative proposal toward settlement of 


the peace. But this country has allowed itself to 


be maneuvered around, by clever and tricky 
strategy on the part of Russia, into the apparent 
opposite of its actual position, while the Soviet 
has adopted, in appearance at least, the virtues 
of the United States’ position. : 

Instead of making a few scatteréd counter- 
proposals, the United States should propose a 
conference with Russia based on specific pro- 
posals covering all of the worst present trouble 
spots. It has made all these proposals already, 
but separately. What is needed is a catch-all 
which by the sheer abundance of evidence will 
dramatize them. 

A reaffirmation of all the affirmatives which 
the United States has voiced, and to which Rus- 
sia has said No could impress the rest of the 
world with the strength of the United States’ 
position, and the weakness of. Russia's. 
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: King Abdullah rode bravely to Palestine’s bor- 
der and fired his pistol in the general direction 
of his foes. Dashing fellow, Abdullah. 
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Mr. Truman’s Move Now 

It the extension of terms of the atomic energy 
comrmissioners is to be taken out of partisan 
politics, the first move will have to be made by 
President Truman. 

‘That is shown by the 11 to 5 vote of the Joint 
Congressional Atomic Energy Committee. For 
this committee has not only voted the two-year 
extension, which the White House has said it will 
veto, but it has done so by almost a straight 


party vote. Every Republican voted against the 
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President's plan of staggered terms, with a five- 
year appointment for Chairman Lilienthal. 
Every Democrat, except Senator Johnson of 
Colorado, voted to uphold Mr. Truman. 

This means that the President has lost the 
support of Chairman Hickenlooper of the Joint 
Committee, who put political considerations 
aside and worked mightily to win confirmation 
for Mr. Lilienthal a year ago. It means that Mr. 
Truman has also lost the support of Senator 
Vandenberg, who made the single most effective 


speech in the long debate over the appointees 


last year. These are losses that the President 
might easily have avoided if he had had the 


_ diplomacy as well as courtesy to consult with the 


Republicans to whom he owed so much in this 
matter. | 

The two-year term bill is bad procedure in 
that it means that afl atomic energy commission- 
ers will bé subject to replacement at one time. 
Yet it is difficult to support a longer term for 
Chairman Lilienthal hen he is reliably reported 
to have been willing fo accept a one-year term, 
This political tangle is largely of the President's 
own making. Since Congress has answered him 
in partisanship, it is up to him to take the lead 


Especially in the early days of the CIO, some 
of its leaders were disposed to accept the help 
of Communists. Were they mot in the same boat, 
trying to improve the lot of the common man? 
And were the Communists not eager to do the 
hard work that makes an organizing campaign a

There werc those, of course, who were never 
fooled: the Hillmans, Murrays. Dubinskys and 
Reuthers. One by one, others Learned that the 
Communists were working for their own ulterior 
motives: Joe Curran, Louis Budenz and the 
rebels.in the United Electrical: Workers and in 
the smélter-workers’ union, But Mike Quill, ag- 
gressive leader of the New York transport work- 
ers, traveled on and on with the Commies. In- 
‘deed, he was so close to them that he was ac- 
cused of beink one of their number. 

Now, however, Mr. Quill is a disillusioned 
man, He has attended three secret Hed strategy 
meetings. In these, according to Edwin A. 
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Lahey, he learned of the scheme to attack 
American foreign policy by using the unions as 
a mass base for the then still unannounced Wal- 
lace candidacy. He learned that the Communists 
intended to go through with this “even if it 
splits the CIO right down the middle.” 

That apparently was enough for Mike Quill. 
He was engaged in negotiations at the time. But 
these are now out of the way, and he is said to 
be ready for a full-time expose of Communist 
plottings. Most misled labor leaders recog- 
nized their mistake before Mike Quill’s eyes 
popped open. But his testimony should be per- 
suasive to those who still cling to their illusions. 
And it will not help the Wallace campaign. 
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A Railroad Monopoly Bill 
Both houses of Congress have passed the Bul- 
winkle-Reed bill to exempt railroads from prose- 
eution under the antitrust laws for rate and 
traffic agreements having the prior approval of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission. Only a 


presidential veto stands between the public and 


the adoption of this bill, and the size of the con- 
gressional majorities for the measure indicates 
that a veto might be overridden. 

The fact that joint action by the railroads 
might still be prosecuted by the Department of 
Justice if taken without ICC approval might 
seem to safeguard the public interest. Actually 
it does not, for the ICC in recent years has 
shown itself too complacent about discriminatory 
railroad practices. Moreover, the ICC staff is 
able to review only about 1 per cent of all the 
railroad schedules filed. This lack of staff 
would create pressure for the approval of agree- 
ments which have not been — sufficiently 
examined. 

The long fight of the South and West to re- 
move rates prejudicial to these sections shows 
that ICC regulation alone is not enough. The 
point is further proved by the antitrust suit filed 
by the Department of Justice in 1944 against the 
main railroads operating west of the Mississippi 
river. The Antitrust Division charged these rail- 
roads with long-standing conspiracy to prevent 
the reduction of freight rates and to forestall the 


adoption of technical improvements and refine- 


ments of service. It is a matter of general 
knowledge that some of the main railroads in the 
West and Midwest have adopted agreements 
which pledge them not to permit freight service 
from the West Coast to be speeded up beyond a 
certain limit. 

It would seem clear, then, that above the ICC 
the warning figure of the Department of Justice 
should be allowed to stand. Some big shippers, 
by threatening to divert their traffic to other 
railroads or to truck lines, are able to protect 
themselves. Smaller shippers need the protec- 
tion of both the ICC and the Department of 
Justice. 

In the House version, the pending bill would 
not only disarm the Department of Justice with 
respect to the railroads. 
the antitrust suit which the State of Georgia 
filed against a group of railroads when Ellis 
Arnall was Governor. ’ 

The Reed-Bulwinkle bill is, as Senator Bark- 
ley charges, an effort to impose a transporta- 
tion monopoly upon the United States.” Presi- 
dent Truman, who as a Senator learned the 
methods of the railroad lobby, is almost certain 
to veto the measure. The vote to override the 
veto would offer an easy way to identify the 
friends and foes of the monopoly in Congress. 
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„ Feudalism in the Bootheel 

Feudalism still has its adherents in southeast- 
ern Missouri. A dozen farmers beat up a Negro 
truck driver at Lilbourn because he was trying 
to transport Negro cotton field workers to 
better-paying jobs outside the immediate area. 
Instead of meeting the attractive wage, the Lil- 
bourn farmers made its acceptance impossible. 
They used not only violence but terror—since 
the assault on the driver is going to make field 
hands think twice about working outside the 
area lest they, too, be manhandled. | 

This was an assertion of control over men's 
working rights comparable to the control of a 
feudal lord over his serfs. And the man of the 
Dark Ages recognized a higher responsibility 
toward his people than some twentieth-century 


cotton planters acknowledge in the off-season. 


Fortunately, four of the farmers were arrested 
by the Lilbourn city marshal who witnessed the 
assault. One pleaded guilty and was fined 
$16.85—hardly enough to induce him to change 
his attitude. The other three elected to stand 
trial before a justice of the peace. Their victim 
is expected to file charges also in New Madrid, 
the county seat. A stern lesson is in order. 

Through efforts of more reasonable citizens of 
the Wootheel together with the erstwhile Farm 
Security Administration and a St. Louis group 
headed by Bishop Scarlett, progress has been 
made toward bettering the condition of Negroes, 
and toward a greater respect for their rights as 
citizens. The quiet, steady furthering of this 
cause would be seriously set back if the Lilbourn 
farmers were permitted to succeed in their 
intimidation. 
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Press 1 in Greece 
Marquis Childs today gives some extremely 
interesting background on the murder in Salo- 
nika of George Polk, the conscientious and able 
reporter of the Columbia Broadcasting System. 
He reveals that the “extreme rightists who 
dominate the Greek regime” did not like Polk's 
frank and penetrating reports. They had sent 
C.B.S. a violent protest against an article Polk 
wrote for Harper's Magazine on the situation in 
Greece. Childs speaks from the background of 
a tour of Greece last fall himself, and he 
concludes: 7 


It is possible that Polk was killed in an 
effort to establish contact with the Commu- 
nists. .. But the circumstances surround- 
ing his death; as reported from Salonika, do 
not make it sound that way. 

Not all the interference with correspondents, 


Childs adds, has come from the Greek Govern- 
ment. Dwight Griswold, administrator of Ameri- 
can aid to Greece, protested to the New York 
Herald Tribune against the work of that paper's 
correspondent, Homer Bigart. Bigart, too, is an 
outstanding newsman, winner of the Pulitzer 
Prize for distinguished war correspondence in 
1945. 

When the American administrator in Athens 
and.the Greek Government which it supports 
cannot stand forthright reporting by: men like 
Polk and Bigart, there is something wrong and 
the Administration ought to find out what. 

When Mr. Childs was in Athens last fall he 

reported that Lincoln MacVeagh, who was our 
Ambassador to Greece then, was a warm sup- 
porter of the Greek monarchists and a bitter 
opponent of advocates of popular reform. Mac- 
Veagh is no longer in Athens, but it would seem 
that his influence lingers on. ; 
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Now that Joe Stalin has taken the stump for 
Henry Wallace in an American presidential clec- 
tion, we've seen just about everything.

Demands for changes in working rules by railroad unions reveal 
subterfuges to reduce hours or increase pay, writer declares: the 
idea of a day's pay for a few’minutes’ labor is wrong: such prac- 
tices not countenanced in Russia or England; legislation needed,

The railroad unions have demanded 44 
changes in working rules, These demands 
may be classified into three groups: (1) ad- 
ditional pay for little or no work; (2) sub- 
terfuges to increase pay, and (3) devices 
to increase work. 

For example, employes demand an en- 
tire day’s pay for a few minutes’ work by 
one craft and a penalty of another whole 
day’s pay for the craft not used. This ap- 
plies to roadmen or yardmen who do some 
incidental Work. 


Fantastic Awards Made 


Another rule would reduce the mileage 
for passenger service from 150 to 100 miles 
per day and the minimum time from eight 
hours to six hours, and overtime would 
accrue after five hours, This is really a 
demand for a rise of 50 per cent in wages. 
Yet, at the present 150 miles basis, the 
hourly rate is $4.22. per hour worked. 

Referees of railroad adjustment boards 
have issued fantastic awards under these 
On one claim of four 
days’ pay for one day’s work, a referee, 
Royal A. Stone, who happened to be Awo- 
ciate Justice of the Supreme Court of Min- 
nesota, studied a group of cases and held, 
“the startling result, four days’ pay for one 
day's work suggests something of unsound- 
ness in the argument. There is in it the 
fundamental error resulting from miscon- 
ception and misapplication of the rules.” 
He showed there was no justification for 
awards of this type. 


An Unmitigated Evil 


The result of such “feather-bed” rules is 
an unmitigated evil. They are an economic 
disease. They create inflexibility. This 
disease is contagious and affects other in- 
dustries. Tq pay a full day’s wage for a 
few minutes’ work is demoralizing, a form 
of graft. There is no relation between 
work and pay, between effort and reward. 

The total cost of the new “feather-bed” 
demands is estimated at $1,400,000,000, com- 
pared with total wages of $4,300,000,000 in 
1947, net income of $480,000,000, interest 
charges of $307,000,000 and common divi- 
dends of $182,000,000. 

“Feather-bedding” retards a dynamic ex- 
panding society. Central heating made 
chimneysweeps unnecessary, Electric light- 
ing made unnecessary the lamplighter that 


trimmed and lit each individual lamp in 
the city streets. The automobile made un- 
necessary the horseshoer and the harness- 
maker. 


Wave of Bankruptcies 


Suppose these had been organized into 
powerful unions. Then each central heat- 
ing furnace would have an idle chimney- 
Sweep standing by. The oil-lamp lighters’ 
union would require stand-by men at the 
electrical plants and the union of harness- 
makers and horseshoers might be required 
in automobile factories. 

On the railroads, the shipper and con- 
sumer must pay more for service, The se- 
curity holder is expropriated as in the wave 
of bankruptcy since 1930, Even the worker 
himself is hurt. An attitude of non-co- 
operation, obstruction and graft becomes 
a tradition in the industry. 

In the Soviet Union, when the Assistant 
Commissar of Railroads was asked whether 
two groups of men were paid, one for per- 
forming the job and one with a supposed 
monopoly for not performing it, he said: 
“Such practices would be considered sabo- 
tage and a crime against the country.” 

On the British railroads there are no 
“feather-bed” rules. Mr. C. E. R. Sherring- 
ton, in charge of the Bureau of Research 
of the British Railroads, wrote, We do 
not pay men for not doing work.” 


Against the Public Interest 


The 1988 Emergency Board suggested 
the elimination of “feather-bed” payments, 
the reduction of labor costs, and recom- 
mended “a frank and candid inquiry.” But 
in 1941, the unions threatened to strike if 
the recommendations of the 1938 board for 
changing the rules were put into effect. 
The unions are unwilling to permit a fair 
inquiry and thus can defeat the public in- 
terest. 8 

The railroad workers’ quest for security 


should be considered. They already have 


the most favorable insurance and retire- 
ment features, But workers displaced in 
a declining industry should not be sad- 
dled upon it to aggravate the decline. 
The procedure of the Railroad Adjust- 
ment Board should be brought within the 
scope of judicial process. Perhaps the most 
effective remedy would be legislation.

the shelling of a housing project, among . 


other things. ' 
He was a nominal collaborator with the 

Nazis until they could find no further use 

for him and thrust him in a prison camp, 


Where he had lots of time to find fault with 


the congenital lack of gratitude which 
seems to be the chief psychological aspect 
of the German character, and accumulated 
the time to write an apologia for himself 
and his kind that matches anything in lie- 
erature for hypocrisy. 

Such incidents as these leave many with 
an uneasy concern for the sanity of the 
American people, and their ability to recall 
events which occurred more remotely than 
day before yeaterday, If we cannot, and 
do not, wish to shelter and listen to Com- 
munists, we cannot, and whould not, shel- 
ter and pay good money to hear Fascists,

But the child absolutely refused 
to go where the water was over her 
knees, I coaxed her, and teld her 
she could not swim in shallow wa- 
ter, but I couldn’t persuade her 
differently. Finally I picked her up 
and tossed her out in the deep end 
of the pool. She sputte.ed and 
yelled, but she learned to swim. 
Now my wife argues that I use the 
wrong psychology. What do you 
gay to this positive treatment, Dr.

MANY CHILDREN will learn to swim by this dangerous 
“sink or swim” method of teaching them. But they may also 
remain terrified of the water all the rest of their lives! In 
fact, a large number of swimmers never learn to like the water, 
and will show their fright by arching their necks unduly, even 
after they do learn how to swim.

Curare, Drug, 
Being Used 
In Surgery 


By C. A. Dean, M.D. 


N surgery it is useful to relax 

the muscles of the body as com- 

pletely as possible. As an exam- 
ple, in surgery in the chest the 
movements caused by the muscles 
of breathing often interfere with 
the operation. Relaxation of these 
muscles then is of obvious help. 
In various abdominal operations it 
may be desirable to secure com- 
plete relaxation of the muscles of 
abdomen. 


Curare, a dangerous drug in un- 
trained hands, has been harnessed 


skillfully and is now being em- 


ployed to bring about muscle re- 


laxation for the reasons described. 
Deep anesthesia often produces 
relaxation, but in older individuals 
or in prolonged deep anesthesia 
itself when so prolonged may be 
dangerous. In these cases curare 
is filling a definite need. Here is 
a perfect example of how medical 
scientists have conquered a poi- 
sonous drug and put it to use in 
specific instances, to the. safety 
and benefit of humanity. 
Question: “Could you inform me 
as to the question of sugar dia- 
betes being hereditary or not? 
Also, if there are any measures 
to prevent the unborn child from 
this, if the father has diabetes? 


Is science studying ways to cure 
this?“ 


Answer: A family history of 
diabetes occurs in approximately 
one-fourth of all cases. When 
one parent is a diabetic, the like- 


lihood of the child having (or get- 
ting) diabetes is greater than un- 
der normal circumstances. When 
both parents have diabetes, it has 
been said that the child has an 
almost 100 per cent chance of 
developing this disease. If the 
father has diabetes there is no 
known way of insuring against a 
child having it. Diabetes is one 
of the diseases about which sci- 
ence has already devoted great 
time, talent and study. Much has 
been learned about it—particular- 
Much, 
however, remains to be learned, 
and an enormous amount of study 
is constantly being done on this 
disease.

Former Newsboy Deals in Millions 


David B. Gadlow Is One 


By David S. Bareuther 


NEW YORK, May 19 (AP). 
HE United States is just one 
big real estate development to 
David B. Gadlow. 
Gadlow lives in Ross, Marin 
county, California, and works in 
New York, Dallas, Chicago, Atlan- 
ta, Omaha—any place where he 
finds a buyer or seller for proper- 
ty with a value running into mil- 
lions, 
In the last three years he has 


sold $40,000,000 worth of real 
estate. He specializes almost en- 
tirely in all cash transactions, He 
says he gets the most fun clos 
ing these big deals on his native 
Manhattan, because it was here 
that he got his start as a boy— 
selling penny newspapers near 
Wall Street. 


Gadlow went back downtown to 
that same neighborhood recently 
to sell the enormous home office 
building of the Western Union 
Telegraph Co. for $12,500,000. It 
was one of the highest prices ever 
involved in the sale of a single 
New York building. He hopped 
out to Omaha to find a buyer-— 
the Woodmen of the World Life 
Insurance Society. 

That was the kind of transac- 
tion many people puzzle over, and 
the kind Gadlow concentrates on 
—in which a. company sells its 
real estate to a big institution and 
then leases the property right 
back, remaining as a tenant in a 
building it formerly owned. 

Such deals form one of the new- 
est wrinkles in big time real 
estate. The Institute of Life In- 
surance says that in the last year 
life insurance companies have 
bought $120,000,000 worth of prop- 
erties under such arrangements. 

Gadlow, one of the first to see 
the advantages for both buyer and 
seller in these transactions, has 
become a leader in the field. He 
has sold properties to Yale Univer- 
sity and other educational institu- 
tions, various life insurance com- 
panies and several charitable 
foundations seeking long term in- 
vestments, 

The broker explains that these 
sales almost invariably involve 
properties occupied by only one 
tenant, like a departmeht store. 

“The seller,” he says, “gets cash 
to use in his business without the 
expense of floating a loan. His 
business goes right on at the old 
stand by virtue of a long lease. 
He can deduct all rent payments 
as a business expense when he 
files his income tax return. 

“The deal is attractive to the 
buyer because he gets a steady in- 
come on the full value of the 
property. A mortgage loan, on 
the other hand, would cover only

part value, which would mean a 
smaller outlet for investment 
funds. By owning the property, 
such investors have no worry 
about possible foreclosure ex- 
penses and delays. The nuisance 
of managing the property is elimi- 
nated by the terms of the lease— 
the tenant manages the property, 
pays all taxes, assessments and 
upkeep. 

„Most of these leases involve 
rents that include a fair rate of 
return on the investment as well 
as paying off the principal in the 
course of years.” 

Department stores and chain 
stores figure prominently in this 
trading, Gadlow explains, because 
retailers can get a “turnover” four 
times a year with the money ob- 


tained from the selle. Instead of 
that fund being tied up in the 
ownership of the building, it is put 
to work, buying more goods for 
sale. i 

David Gadlow got into this busi- 
ness of dealing in millions be- 
cause his brother went horseback 
riding. Dave had advanced from 
office boy to assistant superin- 
tendent of a New York construc- 
tion company when World War I 
began. He became a cadet in Co- 
lumbia University’s officers’ train- 
ing camp in Connecticut.

Rabbit Hunting With the Up Card. 
8 UPPOSE you hold the hand 


shown. here, 

You are the first player and 
the up card is the 10 of hearts, 

This is an ideal apot to rabbit 
hunt, In the first place you can't 
draw a better card than the 10 of 
hearts. It puts you in position 
where any one of four favorable 
cards will allow you to knock. 
The jack of spades will do as much 
for you; no other card will. Of 
course, you might draw the fourth 
six. This will allow you to cut 
down your unmatched total by 10 
points, but won’t do you any good 
for immediate knocking. In the 


second place you have a reason- 
able discard—the king of spades 
is not safe; but then neither is 
the 10 of hearts. Your opponent 
might hold the nine-eight of hearts 
or the other two tens after all. 

Of course when you make this 
rabbit hunt you should not expect 
to have your opponent throw you 
the card to complete your rabbit, 
but you may draw it from the 
stock.

Laying Linoleum, 


HE main thing you've got to 

keep in mind when laying lino- 

leum is not to get mad—but if 
you do—take it out on something 
besides the linoleum. That stuff 
costs money. 


This job should be done in a 
warm room and the linoleum 
should be exposed to the warmth 
overnight so that it won't be brit- 
tle and difficult to work with. 
Start by prying off the strip of 
molding that fits between the 
floor and the baseboard. The 
floor, by the way, should be free 
of high spots, ridges and protrud- 
ing nail heads. Tou'll want a 
felt base under the linoleum to

leum use a linoleum knife, it 


makes things easier. As far as 
cutting to fit around difficult cor- 
ners, the best method is to make 
a template out of cardboard and 
when you finally get this to fit 
properly, apply some glue to the 
top surface and stick it in place. 
Hold it there and with your other 
three free hands roll the linoleum 
over it. If all goes well the tem- 
plate will stick to the back of the 
linoleum and gerve as a nice guide 
for cutting. 


Be sure to get the linoleum ce- 
ment over the entire floor in an 
even coat. Lack of cement may 
cause bulging later on. Spread 
the linoleum down and then find 
something to roll it with so that 
it gets down flat. Any heavy 
clean roller will do for this. 


When you nail the strip of quar- 
ter round back on, nail it to the 
baseboard—not to the floor. This 
allows the linoleum to expand 
without bulging.
